Right Now, Burglars May Be At Work

Bucks County — how serious it is, who the burglars are, why so 
many juveniles are Involved.)

Even while you read this, the chances are that 
a burglar is prowling through som eone’s home not 
far away. 


Over an average weekend 16 burglaries are 
com m itted in Lower Bucks County. 
Burglary fast is becoming the most flagrant and 
com m onplace of all the crim es com m itted in the 
I nited States. It is far and away the most frequent 


right here in Lower Bucks County — and it is get­ 
ting worse. According to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, burglaries in suburban areas such 
as this increased eight per cent in 1964 over 1963. 


Last year, one tavern on Haines Road w as bur­ 
glarized three tim es within six months. A beer dis­ 
tributor on Newportville Road had three break-ins 
in three weeks. And early this year one business 
establishm ent on Route 13 was hit tnree tim es w ith­ 
in IO days. 


What Are The Facts? 


What are the facts behind this sudden wave 


of crim e? How serious is it? What are tho police 
doing about it and what are they leaving undone? 


Why do so many persons, particularly adoles­ 
cents, turn to burglary’? 


This is the first of a series of articles trying to 
delve into the subject. 


According to legal definition in Pennsylvania, 
burglary is breaking and entering upon som eone’s 
prem ises with intent to commit a felony. 


It does not include a theft com m ittted by som e­ 
one within your household; that’s larceny, not burg­ 
lary. since no breaking and entering w as involved. 


The word ‘“prem ises” here, though, is w idely 


inclusive. It’s a burglary if someone picks t h e lock 


on your storeroom and steals a case of beer; it s 


burglary if someone forces the window of your 


automobile and takes som ething from the glove 


compartm ent; a safe job is a burglary, so is the 
crim e of breaking into som eone’s boat. 


Burglary of an automobile, boat, railroad car 
or airplane carries a m axim um punishment upon 
conviction in Pennsylvania of a So,(XX) fine and IO 
years’ imprisonment. Burglary of a building has

It means that the fed­ 
eral government will seek to 
exercise leadership and to as- 
sit local authorities in meeting 
their responsibilities.”
